Ignoring a request by the 
Mayor and heads of Sierra 
Madre’s civic organizations that 
the proposed Santa Anita Canyon 
Highway be routed over Sturte- 
vant Trail and that at least a 
delegation of citizens from this 
city be heard with respect to the 
matter before a >■ decision was 
reached, the board of County 
, Supervisors have adopted a 
recommendation by County Road 
: Engineer George W. Jones that ' 
the road proceed into Santa Anita 
Canyon by was of Santa Anita 1 
Avenue (Double Drive) in Ar¬ 
cadia, and around a series of hog- < 
backs in the mouth of the canyon. 

Notice of the decision was con- 
, tained in a communication from 
the chief clerk of the Supervisors 
. to the City Council received here 
I on Monday. It cont.aineci a copy 
of Mr. Jones’ recommendation and 
the brief announcement that it had 
i been adopted, a rather surj)rlsing 
proceeding in view of the fact 
that a hearing had been requested 
‘ and that the route recommended 
: not only traverses property within 
Sierra Madre. but that this city 
is asked and expected to i>ass 

• jurisdiction for building the high¬ 
way to the county. Nothing was 
said in hte letter of the supervi¬ 
sors about the hearing that was 
reqiiested. 

'The Jones report .says that he 
inve.stigated both the Santa Anita 
■ and the Sturtevant Trail routes 
and adds, "The result of this in¬ 
vestigation seemed to .show that 
the most feasible route for this 
improvement would start at the 
' intersection of Santa Anita and 
Grand View avenues and thence 
extending Northerly up the Santa 
Anita Canyon. 

“The location of this road be- 
gining at Santa Anita, while hav¬ 
ing a grade of 10 per cent, is 
con.slderably shorter and much 
.stra.ighter than the one prooosed 
to connect with Sturtevant Drive. 
The Sturtevant Drive connection 
has al.so a maximum grade of ap¬ 
proximately 10 per cent, but con- 
I slsts of very sharp curves and 
I extends over the 20 -foot right-of- 
wav along which walls, garages 
' and houses are built verv close 
'to or at the right-of-way lines.”
